Trial now turns to whether 
sniper killing warrants death 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I In a verdict that could 
cost him his life, a stone-faced John Allen 
Muhammad was convicted Monday of using a 
high-powered rifle, a beat-up car and a teen- 
age sidekick to kill at random and terrorize 
the Washington area during sniper attacks 
last year that left 13 people dead. 

The jury immediately began hearing evi- 
dence on whether Muhammad should get the 
death penalty or life in prison. 

“We reserve the death 
penalty for the worst of 
the worst,” prosecutor 
Richard Conway told 
the jurors. “Folks, he 
still sits right in front 
of you without a shred 
of remorse.” 

The jury deliberated 
for 634 hours over two 
days before convict- 
ing Muhammad of two 
counts of capital mur- 
der. One accused him 
of taking part in multi- 
ple murders, the other — 
the result of a post- Sept. 

11 terrorism law — alleged the killings were 
designed to terrorize the population. 

He was found guilty of killing Dean Harold 
Meyers, a Vietnam veteran who was cut down 
by a single bullet that hit him in the head on 
Oct. 9 , 2002, as he filled his tank at a Manassas 
gas station. Muhammad was also found guilty 
of conspiracy to commit murder and use of a 
firearm in a felony, matthew barakat (ap)

AARP Backs Medicare Bill 


GOP had consulted 
powerful seniors lobby 
while writing measure 

WASHINGTON | Republicans consult- 
ed the politically potent AARP dur- 
ing negotiations over a Medicare pre- 
scription drug bill — and the group 
responded Monday with the endorse- 
ment the GOP and President Bush 
wanted to counter Democratic critics. 

There are 35 million reasons why 
the AARP is a player in the maneu- 
vering — the number of its members 
age 50 and above. 


AARP chief executive William 
Novelli said his organization would 
“pull out all the stops” to get the bill 
passed, including a three-day televi- 
sion campaign timed for the run-up 
to expected action on the legislation 
in Congress at the end of the week. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., countered with scathing 
criticism, saying the legislation 
included a “$12 billion slush fund 
to lure seniors” into private cover- 
age. He said the program would 


offer private insurers more money 
to cover the elderly than traditional 
Medicare spends. 

The legislation would create 
a prescription drug benefit for 
the elderly beginning in 2006 
and establish a new role for pri- 
vate health plans in Medicare, 
encouraging them to offer seniors 
the choice of receiving coverage 
under managed care plans and 
preferred provider organizations.

After 75 Years, Mickey 
Mouse Remains an Icon 


ORLANDO, FLA. | Mickey Mouse 
arrived on the world’s cultural stage 
75 years ago Tuesday as a scrawny 
but buoyant black-and-white prod- 
uct of the Jazz Age. 

He was a symbol of American 
pluck in his screen debut, “Steamboat 
Willie,” on Nov. 18, 1928. The film 
at New York’s Colony Theatre 
showed an irreverent rodent who 
takes Captain Pete’s steamboat on 
a joyride and woos Minnie Mouse by 
making music with farm animals. 

The years have dulled Mickey’s 
personality, a result of him becoming 


the corporate face of a multibillion- 
dollar entertainment empire. In the 
process, Mickey also has become a 
cultural Rorschach test — a symbol 
of American optimism, resourceful- 
ness and energy or an icon of cultur- 
al commodification and corporate 
imperialism. 

Mickey Mouse became the 
face that launched a thousand 
merchandise products. Watches. 
Alarm clocks. Telephones. He 
is one of the most merchan- 
dised faces ever, accounting for 
about $4.5 billion a year in sales.

PARIS I French President Jacques 
Chirac announced a tough new pol- 
icy to combat anti-Semitism. 

Chirac said the plan includes 
extra security at Jewish places of 
worship and schools, and “exempla- 
ry sanctions” against anyone found 


guilty of anti-Semitic acts. 

The tough new policy began 
unfolding after a pre-dawn fire 
Saturday that destroyed a large 
part of a Jewish school in a Paris 
suburb. There were no injuries. 

Jewish schools, temples and 
cemeteries have been hit in anti- 
Semitic attacks that peaked in 2002 
when a Marseille synagogue was 
burned to the ground, (ap) 


BOGOTA, COLOMBIA | The assailant 
who launched grenades at two 
crowded bars in Bogota’s night- 
club district is affiliated with the 
most elite unit of Colombia’s larg- 
est rebel group and appears to have 
been sent to the capital as part of 
a broader assault to “cause panic,” 
police said Monday. 


The Teofilo Forero unit of the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, sent the 25- 
year-old suspect to Bogota three 
days before the Saturday night 
attack, which killed one person 
and wounded 72, police said. 

Considered the FARC’s special 
forces, Teofilo Forero is believed 


to act under direct orders of the 
FARC’s top military commander 
and is responsible for several dar- 
ing operations, including a hijack- 
ing in 2002. FARC has not issued a 
statement about the attack.

Rumsfeld says troop 
pullback doesn’t risk 
Asian ally’s security 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I South Korea 
won assurances from the United 
States on Monday that a planned 
shift of U.S. troops from its border 
with North Korea will not lessen 
America’s commitment to help repel 
an invasion by the North. 

Some in South Korea worry 
that a plan to move virtually all 
7,000 U.S. troops in Seoul to loca- 
tions south of the capital is at least 
a symbolic step in the direction of 
abandoning the long-standing U.S. 
defense commitment. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld told top South Korean 
government officials in a series of 
meetings here that he believes a 
pullback from the Demilitarized 
Zone will strengthen the U.S. 
defense and allow the U.S. Army 
to respond more quickly to an attack 
by the North. 


The Korean War, which took 
the lives of more than 30,000 
Americans, ended in a truce 
rather than a peace treaty, so the 
United States has kept forces here 
ever since. 

Meanwhile, Rumsfeld won no 


specific assurances that the 3,000 
troops South Korea plans to send to 
Iraq will play a combat role there. 

Defense 
Minister Cho Young-kil left unclear 
the exact role of the troops or when

Europeans Move Swiftly 
To Unify Defense Effort 


Despite U.S. concerns, 
weapons agency maybe 
in place by June 2004 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Union pushed ahead Monday with 
plans for an EU-wide armaments 
agency to promote military coop- 
eration and boost firepower, while 
Britain sought to soothe Wash- 
ington’s concerns that U.S. compa- 
nies might be shut out of European 
defense contracts. 

“It is very important that this 
is not seen to be protectionist,” 
British Defense Secretary Geoff 
Hoon told reporters at a meeting 
of EU defense ministers. But he 
said the agency should seek home- 
grown solutions as it seeks to fill 
gaps in Europe’s military arsenal. 

The defense ministers agreed 


to set up a team to work out the 
financial, legal and administrative 
aspects of the new agency, aiming to 
get final approval in June 2004. 

The European Defense Agency is 
one of a series of initiatives toward 
a united defense policy among the 
15 EU nations that have raised con- 
cerns in the United 
States. Washington 
is also worried about

Ramsey Has Broken Foot 

Redskins quarterback suffered fractured bone before the season began 



The Redskins’ Patrick Ramsey had his worst game of the season Sunday againstthe 
Panthers. Monday, coach Steve Spurrier revealed that Ramsey has a broken foot. 


PRO FOOTBALL I Washington 
Redskins quarterback Patrick 
Ramsey has been playing all season 
with a broken bone in his right foot, 
which has made it difficult to plant 
the foot when throwing a pass. 

“It’s flared up pretty bad recent- 
ly,” Ramsey said. “It’s just something 
I’m trying to fight through.” 

Redskins head coach Steve 
Spurrier revealed the injury dur- 
ing his weekly news conference 
Monday, a day after Ramsey had 
one of his worst games of the season 
in a 20-17 loss against the Carolina 
Panthers. 

Ramsey said the foot started 
hurting during training camp. An 
X-ray disclosed an old fracture. 
Ramsey has no idea when or how 
it happened. 

“It never hurt me last season. It 
never hurt me in college,” Ramsey 
said. “But at some point, I appar- 
ently fractured my foot. I know that 
sounds odd.” 

Ramsey said he wasn’t really 
bothered by the injury until the 
last couple of weeks. 

“It’s hard to push off my back 
foot. It’s hard to turn my hips. It’s 


hard to do a lot of things,” Ramsey 
said. “We’re trying to do all we can 
to support it and keep it going.” 

Ramsey was l6-for-35 for 150 
yards and missed two wide open 
receivers for sure touchdowns 
against the Panthers. His 53.5 
completion percentage ranks 31st 
in the league. 

Ramsey also was sacked three 


times Sunday, bringing his season’s 
total to 29. His injuries this year 
already included a sprained left 
shoulder, a bruised left forearm 
and a dislocated left pinkie. 

Ramsey said he doesn’t intend 
to take a game off to let the foot 
heal. 

“Not if I can play,” he said.

A slew of colorful 
Thanksgiving books 
talk turkey to kids 


1HE PERFECT 


HOLIDAY BOOKS I A puppy named 
Biscuit is an unlikely symbol of 
Thanksgiving, but his story of 
gratefulness is one of several new 
books that encourage children to 
count their blessings. 

“Biscuit is Thankful” (Harper- 
Collins, ages 2-6) is a simple tale of a 
day in the life of the yellow puppy. As 
Biscuit chases a white rabbit, romps 
through leaves and plays with his 
friends, he stops to give thanks for 
the good things he sees, an example 
that is easy for even the smallest 
children to understand. 

“The Perfect Thanksgiving” 
(Henry Holt Books for Young 
Readers) is chock-full of color- 
ful details. Author Eileen Spinelli 
paints a comical picture of a little 
girl’s chaotic family gathering as she 
compares it to her friend Abigail 
Archer’s “perfect” family in a story 
that encourages children to forgive 
their family’s faults. 

The narrator’s mother wears 
jeans and offers store-bought pie 
and Jell-O mold, while Mrs. Archer, 
in organdy and pearls, serves home- 
made pies. And while the Archer 
family quietly takes dainty bites of 
turkey, the narrator’s table is filled 
with relatives slurping, burping and 
loudly singing. 

“But we’re alike in one way, the 
nicest way by far — alike in just how

loving our different families are,” 
says the narrator. 

Spinelli’s story and Joann 
AdinolR’s vivid illustrations offer 
a modern take, but “Thanksgiving 
Is Here!” (HarperCollins, ages 3- 
8) takes a look at an old-fashioned 
family gathering at Grandma’s. 

Caldecott Honor winner Diane 
Goode’s pen-and-ink drawings with 


a watercolor wash give the book a 
nostalgic feel in documenting 
what appears to be a 1930s- era 
Thanksgiving Day, from the time 
Grandma puts the turkey in the 
oven in the morning until the vari- 
ous relatives say goodbye at night. 


The handmade feel of the holiday 
contrasts with today’s preference 
for fancier, coordinated dinners: 
“At Grandma’s house the chairs 
don’t match ... but we don’t mind. 
We all have a place at the table.”

Different Drums 



Beat your heart into 
better health with 
West African dance 

FITNESS TRENDS I I tryjust about 
every new class, anything that might 
be engaging enough to override my 
inclination to slide by with a mini- 
mum of exertion. I recently found 
one in West African dance. 

West African dance is a great 
cardio workout if you can keep up 
with the drum playing, and good 
for toning as well. The steps include 
Rockettes-like front kicks and belly- 
dancing undulations while moving 
forward in a deep-squat position. 

But it’s not the easiest thing to 
pick up. Although I’ve taken years 
of ballet, I tried one intense West 
African dance that was riveting to 
watch, but way out of my league. 

An easier class featured an 
ensemble of 11 drummers playing 
traditional hand- slapped djembe 
drums or the dundun, a bass drum, 
along with others. 

I skulked around in the back of 
the room while the better dancers 
practiced their moves in groups of 
twos and threes in front. As a new- 
comer, I had to spend a lot of time 
just trying to remember and follow 
the choreography. 

You could feel the vibrations 
from the drums; you could feel the 
hardwood floor shake. But here’s 
the tricky part: Your feet are sup- 
posed to follow the warp-speed 
four- count beat, and your upper 
body is supposed to undulate like 


a snake to another rhythm — one 
that’s double time. 

In the United States, the idea of 
using West African dance as a fit- 
ness regimen has taken off with the 
popularity of artists such as the late 
Babatunde Olatunji of Nigeria and 
Les Ballets Africains, the national 
dance company of the Republic of 
Guinea. Drum circles with djem- 


bes and other instruments also have 
become popular in some places. 

Last year, the San Diego -based 
American Council on Exercise put 
West African dance on its list of pre- 
dicted fitness trends. To find class- 
es in Los Angeles, I searched the 
Internet and found several on Web 
sites, including Africanbeat.com.

Will Muhammad be tried for the 
other killings or will Maryland, D.C, 
and Alabama waive prosecution for 
the other cases? 

A good illustration is what hap- 
pened to Terry Nichols. He did not 
receive the death penalty when he 
was tried in federal court; as a con- 
sequence, the state of Oklahoma is 
seeking the death penalty. So, the 
other states may take into consid- 
eration the sentence in this case. If 
he receives the death penalty, the 
other states may decide not to bear 
the expense. 

My girlfriend and I disagree on the 
likelihood that Muhammad will be 
sentenced to death. I say it’s a mis- 
application of the terrorist statute, 
and the jury will recognize this and 
go with life imprisonment. She says 
that despite the case not being the 
type of case that the statute was 
intended for, it still falls under the 
legal definition and he will proba- 
bly be sentenced to death. What do 
you think? 

I think your girlfriend is correct. 
Nobody contemplated such an act 
at the time the statute was writ- 
ten. We were all thinking of conven- 
tional terrorism. But she nails the 
answer: The statute’s meaning is to 
be derived by the clear language. If 
it fits the facts, it will be upheld. 

How much, in your opinion, did 
Muhammad hurt his case by origi- 
nally defending himself? Seems to 
me that the Jury got an inside look 
at his character. 

My initial thought was that 
an admission that “I was there” 
couldn’t help at all. More telling 
was his seizing control of the case, 
as this act was consistent with the 
type of personality that was depict- 
ed by the prosecution. What could 
hurt him was the complete lack of 
remorse.
